As many of the students know one of my biggest interests is the NFL (bear with me on this). | 





particularly enjoy the process that teams go through in trying to find who is a perfect fit for 
their team, and how players use their skills to make the most of their opportunities.

They need to find where 
the best place for them is. If you want to understand what | mean, | strongly suggest you watch the films, ‘Moneyball,’ or, 
‘Draft Day.’ Every single person can play a valuable role on a team, and their skills can be used effectively in different ways. 
What may suit one team or business may not suit another. Sometimes it’s a matter of changing the approach. No two people, 
and no two students are exactly alike, and while they have similar interests or skills, they need to fit the right place where 
those skills can be utilised. 


This is where Year 9 are headed. They are all starting to show their personal identities. Over Term 3 | have seen numerous 
events where students have shown their strengths and interests. At Café D’Art, | was amazed at the quality of work produced 
both artistically and musically by many students in Year 9. Some of these students may have futures in graphic design, 
architecture, or sound engineering, or as artists, and musicians, or in advertising. Others have been involved in a variety of 
sporting activities, including basketball, rugby league, cricket, soccer, and helping at the Gala Day. There are some talented 
athletes, but not all of them will necessarily have a career as a sportsperson - instead it could be coaching, scouting, or 
physiotherapy, or as a personal trainer, or even sports psychologist. Furthermore, | have seen students develop leadership 
and organisational skills, or foray into the business world through activities such as TEAM, Year 9 Camp, SRC, and Tournament 
of Minds. Others have been involved in a range of activities including Robotics, Engineering, Chess, ICAS Competitions, 
Debating, and mentoring programs. 


| have avoided identifying individual students, because almost every single student in Year 9 was involved in at least one of 
these activities. Every single student in Year 9 needs to start thinking about where they might be headed, whether it be a 
specific career path, or more of a general area, such as University/Tertiary Education. If students are unsure, they should also 
reflect on their elective subjects this year and next, and consider what they might study in Year 11 and 12. All students should 
also remember that just because their strength is in one or two areas, it doesn’t mean they can’t use it elsewhere, and 
sometimes changing from a career path such as Pharmacist to Paramedic, or Engineer to Electrician, means they will succeed 
in the long run. 


What it all boils down to is that each student needs to find their path. That’s one of my roles, and as parents, you can play the 
biggest part in it. The Year 9 students are in a period of transition - from juniors to seniors at the school, becoming young 
adults instead of teenagers, increased responsibilities including learning to drive and part-time work. Finding the right path 
takes time and effort. Trying new things, or consolidating skills in certain areas are what is required. What works for one 
student may not work for another. This is what | see for the next year or so - every student will be finding the right avenue for 
them, but we all need to work together to help them. Sometimes it takes a few attempts, but ultimately the opportunities
